W hile off the 
Horn the m ate q u a rre lk d w ith a seam an and 
the latter was throw n overboard by him and 
drow ned. 
The m ate was considered a severe 
ch aracter an d never allow ed 
th e forecastle 
hands any peace w hile at liberty. 
He oJten 
picked quarreis w ith th e m en and m altieated 
them on the slightest provocation. 
The B elknap is under com m and of C aptain 
Staples, w ho is considered a h ard m aster and 
has been iu th e habit of carrying w ith him 
brutal officers. 
The vessel left New York a 
year ago fi r San Francisco, and on h er arrival 
at th e Golden Gate h er crew told a pitiful story 
of cruelty ou the p art of th e C aptain aud offi­ 
cers. The B eikuap is considered the tiuest clip­ 
per in the A m erican fleet.

I t S e e m s to b e N Iude in th e I n te r e s t o f 
S ilv e r M en . 


N e w Y o r k , D ecem ber 22d.—A special dis­ 
patch from W ashington, referring to the m ake­ 
up oí the House Coinage Com m ittee, says a re­ 
porter endeavored to ascertain the leaning9 of 
the m em bers, but several of them are out of the 
city, aud could not be seen personally. 
Carter, B artine, B land an d Joseph are for free 
coinage of silver. The latter, how ever, has no 
vote on th e com m ittee, as be is a Delegate and 
not a representative, bu t his influence w ill be 
felt. 
W illiam s is said to be a very’ strong silver 
m an, though not com m itted to unlim ited coin­ 
age as yet. These w ho believe in silver, though 
not free coinage, are Conger, W ickham , Corn- 
stock and Taylor. 
M utchlcr is conservative, 
bu t rath er friendly otherw ise. 
The anti-silver m en are W alter, K napp, Tracy 
and Wilcox. This is a m uch stronger silver 
com m ittee th an was anticipated from Reed, aud 
It is reasonable to expect from it legislation of 
an advanced character. 


M A T T IS O N D E A D . 


D e a th o f a n E x -C o n g re s s m a n W h o w as 
P r o m in e n t T h irty Y e ars A g o . 


U t ic a (N. Y.), Decem ber 226.—Hon. Orsam us 
B. M attison died to day aged 84. He was a rep­ 
resentative iu Congress from this district in 
th e thirty-first, th irty-third, thirty-fourth and 
thirty-fifth Congresses. W hile in Congress in 
1836 and 1867 M attison was charged w ith declar­ 
ing th a t a large num ber o f th e m em bers of Con­ 
gress w ere purchaseable. The affair caused a 
great excitem ent in Congress an d throughout 
th e country, and a resolution ordering his ex- 
Í 
>ulsion was offered in the House, but after a 
ong au d b itter debate it was killed. Before it 
could be called up again M attison resigned bis 
seat. About th is tim e a num ber of congress­ 
m en an d other prom inent persons in th e Na 
tional Hotel in W ashington w ere poisoned. It 
was believed to be a pro-slavery plot to m urder 
th e President-elect, B uchanan, and V ice-Presi­ 
den t B reckenridge. 
M attison was one of those 
poisoned and cam e very near dying. In fact, 
his h ealth was ailected perm anently.

Some tim e ago a stranger, 65 years old. stop­ 
ped a t Acworth, and registered a t the Litchfield 
House as R. w . W ilson. He inquired for his 
friend Litchfield. 
He was told th at he was 
dead, and th en he nam ed friend after friend, 
aud was told th at they w ere dead, or bad m oved 
aw ay. 
Like Rip Van W inkle, he knew no cnc, and 
nobody knew him . 
He got on a horse and rode 
o u t info his old settlem ent, hoping to find some 
fam iliar tace, and as he passed Captain J. B. 
G’N eill’s farm he saw a young m an picking cot­ 
ton. an d inquired his nam e and was told it was 
W ilson. 
“ W here Is your father?” he asked. 
“ He w ent to C alifornia forty years ago.’’ 
Tears cam e rushing into the old m an’s eyes as 
he m ade know n th a t he wag his father. Young 
W itson was greatly affected by this declaration, 
and th e old m an w ent to his son’s house, and 
was introduced to his daughter-in-law and 
grandchildren. 
The old m an told of his reverses in California, 
and w hy he w aited for success to crow n his 
labors before returning. 
He finally struck it rich, aad is now w ealthy. 
He will take bis son an d fam ily back w ith him , 
an d install him as his heir.

H arris aw aited the 
arrival of an officeraud was taken to jail aud 
locked up. lie to 25 years of age. He cam e to 
B utte from W yoming. He beais an excellent 
reputation. He to a m achinist. 
O’Neill was about 47, a boiler-m aker, and has 
been iu the employ of th e M ontana Union R ail­ 
road lor a year past. Besides Mrs. H arris, 21 
years of age, he leaves two sons, 19 and 11 re­ 
spectively, and a daughter 13 years old.

Long daily 
dispatches from Lisbon and M adrid have con­ 
firmed the intelligence 
recently given th at 
Portugal is likely to follow the exam ple set by­ 
Brazil. 1 he G overnm ent here shares th e uneasi­ 
ness felt iu every chancellery in Europe. If 
Portugal takes tire the m ovem ent of th e Portu­ 
guese R epublicans w ill, it is believed, be the 
signal of a rising in Spain. 
This m ay be followed by agitation in Italy 
and by a Reneral upheaval of the social forces 
throughout Europe. 
In regard to the dispute betw een E ngland 
aud Portugal over th eir A frican possessions, 
Bism arck, according to th e report afloat iu 
m inisterial circles, has w ritten to Salisbury, ex ­ 
pressing the hope th a t uotbing will be done to 
hum iliate th e Portuguese M inistry, in view of 
the Im perial catastrophe in Brazil an d the posi­ 
tion ot the m onarchy in Portugal, face to face 
w ith sim ilar forces to those th a t cast dow n Dom 
Pedro. 
An article in th e Saturnal Zeitung indicates 
th at Bism arck favors the English claim s in this 
difference betw een the powers. 
T his is due 
chiefly to th e intim ate relations of th e Courts 
and the general concurrence iu th e ir foreign 
policy.

[General Deodoro da Fonseca was the chief 
spirit in the m ilitary m ovem ent w hich brought 
the Im perial regim e to au end, au d for w’hieh 
no popular dem and had been m ade. H ence it 
to th at new spapers dated ju st previous to the 
revolution give no indication th a t a m om entous 
change of adm inistration was im pending. In 
short, editois then did not know th at a well- 
devised m ilitary usurpation was about to take 
place. 
H appily, little bloodshed accom plished 
the revolution, w hich seems to have been at all 
points successtul. The outlook, how ever, is not 
altogether satisfactory. W hile M arshal da Fon­ 
seca and his colleagues m ay be acting in per­ 
fect 
good 
faith, 
and are 
only 
aw aiting 
the 
deliberate 
choice 
of 
the 
Brazilian 
people as to 
who th eir 
rulers shall be, 
it m ust be adm itted upon 
reflection th at 
they m ay abuse th eir power, w hich rests upon 
bayonets and the helpless acquiescence ratn er 
th an the expressed w ill of th e people. 
Fonseca 
is as com m on a nam e in Brazil as Sm ith is in 
th is country. The Fonseca now at th e head of 
the Provisional G overnm ent is 63 years old. He 
fought iu th e w ar w ith Paraguay, and w as 
w ounded at th e battle of Itororo.* A fter the 
w ar he organized a m ilitary club at Rio de Ja ­ 
neiro, and the secret of his strength is his care­ 
fully fostered popularity in the arm y. At one 
tim e the Im perial authorities found it expedi­ 
en t to send him to a d istant Province for a 
tim e. He is now suf rem e, and every friend of 
Brazil hopes th at lie w ill be spared an d prove 
to be another W ashington, the father oí a pros­ 
perous republic. 1 
L ater—A cablegram from Rio states th a t 
Fonseca is not dying, but seriously ill.

The Conservatives or the 
Rights in the French C ham ber are at present in 
quite a ferm ent, due to the process of reorgan­ 
ization. 
W hen th e legislative body reassem bles in J a n ­ 
uary, after the approaching recess, th e R ight 
w ill be divided into th e following sections: 
Royalist Right, headed by Jacques Piou: In d e­ 
pendent Right, headed by the Baron De M ackan 
and De Cassagnac; the business group, headed 
by Barou Reille, and finally th e group in favor 
ot an appeal to th e people, presided over by M. 
Jolibois. 
The French papers still have th eir little fling 
at Stanley,

In short, I regard Stanley as em phatically a 
daDgerous m an and th e enem y of all F rench­ 
m en.” 
A perfect tem pest of discord broke out on 
T hursday at a m eeting of the Society of French 
Artists. It seems th a t a sub-com m ittee, after 
doing a great deal of lobbying am ong th e most 
prom inent artists and art critics, decided to re­ 
com m end a commission of ninety, a Suprem e 
Court in th e artistic world, to declare the de­ 
cisions of aw ards by the com m ittee of th e ex­ 
hibition sim ply n u ll aud void. The alleged 
reasons for this was th at an excessive num ber 
of decorations, m edals and honorable m entions 
had been accorded to toreign artists.

T H E N E W SQ U A D R O N . 


T h r e e o f th e A m e ric a n F r ig a te s A rriv e 
S afe in L isb o n . 


L is b o n , Decem ber 22d —The pride o f the 
A m erican navy was sighted at 9 o’clock this 
m oruiug, off Octares, but th e Signal Station 
reported only three frigates instead of four. 
Two hours later the Chicago, carrying th e pen­ 
n a n t of A dm iral W alker, glided gracefully into 
the sunlit harbor. 
Im m ediately behind cam e 
the Boston and A tlanta. The York town was 
not there. On passing Belun th e Chicago fired 
a salute of tw enty-one guns, w hich was replied 
to by a Portuguese w ar ship. Thi3 is the first 
Am erican squadron visiting th e Tagus in five 
years. Just as th e Chicago was dropping anchor 
her starboard chain snapped and she lost h er 
big anchor, ow ing to defective tackle an d faulty 
welding. 
The flagship was in perfect trim . H er decks 
w ere w hite as snow an d h er brass as bright as 
gold. T he Adm iral said he had as good a pas­ 
sage as could be expected across the A tlantic at 
tbto tim e of year 
He m et w ith pretty heavy 
w eather, and lost th e Yorktow n in m idocean, 
in a gale of blinding b ail and m ist. Being 
m uch sm aller, she possibly hove to. The other 
ships cam e under easy steam , to save coal 
The w eather experienced was a thorough test 
of th eir seaw oithinets. aud the vessels have 
show n them selves flrst-clfiss sea ships. 
Just at this m om ent Captain Jam es O’K ane 
arrived from the Boston to m ake his report Hto 
first words were: “ A dm iral. I am ready to sail 
aw av again at a m om ent’s notice. Of our four 
bolléis not one leaks. We blew out our pack­ 
ing but it was rem edied. I thought you w ere 
going to leave m e.” “ No,” said the A dm iral, 
“not a bit of it. 
We understood your signals, 
and slowed down u n til you signaled th at the 
boilers w ere all right. How did your ship be­ 
h a v e .”’ 
Splendidly.” said C aptain O’K ane. 
“ We 
shipped no w ater to speak of, aud had no trouble 
at all. but w ant a day or two to overhaul th e 
c o n d es-c l ” 
At this point C aptain John Howell, o f the At­ 
lanta, cam e in and reported th a t everything 
was all right. 
To th e A dm iral he said th at 
nothing was broken. The ship behaved splen­ 
didly. T hen C aptain Robinson, of the Chicago, 
joined th e party in the A dm iral's cabin.

The Delagoa Bay an d T ransvaal Railw ay, 
w hich is the shortest route from th e South 
A frican gold-field to th e seacoast, was un­ 
derconcession granted by the K ing of Portugal 
to E dw ard McMurdo, an Am erican citizen, w ho 
was a native of K entucky, and a gallant soldier 
in the Union arm y. It w aftexpressly stipulated in 
the articles of concession th a t his A m erican cit­ 
izenship should not bs waived. 
Colonel Mc- 
M urdo built the road w ith the aid ot English 
capital in th e face of difficulties w hich every­ 
body else deem ed insurm ountable, only to be 
confronted at last by a threat of the forfeiture of 
his concession and confiscation of his property, 
unless certain new aud im possible conditions 
w ere com plied w ith. 
U nder the strefe-» of financial com plication 
grow ing out of th is threat, and pending his ap­ 
peal to the U nited States G overnm ent lor his 
protection, th e concessionaire’s h ealth gave 
way an d he dropped dead irom paralysis or the 
brain. 
im m ediately after h isd eath the Portuguese car­ 
ried ou t th eir th reat against the protests of th e 
A m erican and English G overnm ents and Mrs. 
McMurdo th- u cam e to W ashington and tiled her 
claim for 13,500,000. ou the basis of the valua­ 
tion w hich the Portuguese them selves a t an 
earlier day had placed upon th e confiscated 
property. 
A fter an investigation w hich ran through sev­ 
eral m onths, and argum ents by Mrs. M cM urdo’s 
counsel. Colonel Ingersoll, 
Secretary Blaine 
took up th e cause and has pushed it. vigorously 
ever since, w ith the result th at Portugal adm its 
its injustice and now only disputes the am ounts 
of indem nity to be paid. 
In th e present aspect of the case th e A m erican 
vessels a t Lisbon are not likely to have occa­ 
sion for hostile dem onstration, but tb eir pres­ 
ence in the po t in w hich a United States man- 
of-w ar h as been long a rarity, can hardly fail to 
have a wholesom e effect.

The m ate was considered a severe 
ch aracter and never allow ed the forecastle 
hands any peace w hile at liberty. 
He often 
picked quurreis w ith the m en aud m altieated 
them ou th e slightest provocation. 
T he B elknap is under com m and of Captain 
Staples, w ho is considered a hard m aster and 
has been in the habit of carrying w ith him 
bru tal officers. 
The vessel left New York a 
year ago fi r San Francisco, and on h er arrival 
at th e Golden Gate h er crew told a pitiful story 
of cruelty ou the p art of the C aptain aud offi­ 
cers. The B elknap is considered the finest clip­ 
per in the A m erican fleet.

M A TTISO N D E A D . 


D e a th o f a n E x -C o n g re s s m a n W h o w as 
1 'ro m in e u t T h irty Y e a rs A g o . 


U t ic a (N. Y.), Decem ber 22d.—Hon. Orsam us 
B. M attison died to day aged 84. He was a rep­ 
resentative in Congress Irom this district in 
the thirty-first, thirty-third, thirty-fourth aud 
thirty-fifth Congresses. W hile in Congress in 
1856 and 1867 M attison was charged w ith declar­ 
ing th a t a large num ber of the m em bers of Con­ 
gress were purchaseable. The affair caused a 
great excitem ent iu Congress and throughout 
the country, aud a resolution ordering his ex- 
{ 
rnlsion was offered in the House, bu t after a 
ong aud bitter debate it was killed. 
Before it 
could be called up again M attison resigned his 
seat. About th is tim e a num ber of coagre*s- 
m en and other prom inent persons in the Na 
tional Hotel in W ashington w ere poisoned. It 
w as believed to be a pro-slavery plot to m urder 
th e President-elect, B uchanan, and Vice-Presi­ 
dent Breckenridge. 
M attison was one of those 
poisoned and cam e very near dying. In fact, 
his h ealth was affected perm anently.

A c k w o r t h (Ga.). D ecem ber 22d.—R. W. W il­ 
son, Jr., arrived here Friday from C alifornia to 
spend th e Christm as holidays. Forty years ego 
he was a tenant croper n ear the tow n, his father 
being supposed to be dead. 
In the early se tte m e n t of Cobb county m iners 
delved forb id d en treasures m ore th an they do 
now. Among those engaged in th is business 
was R. W. W ilson. 
In 1818, in a fit of th e blu^s, he bade his pretty 
young wife a n d child gocd-by au d started lor 
C alifornia. 
The wife rem ained at h er hom e 
n ear A ckworth, aud received tw o letters from 
him after he had arrived in California. 
F in ally he ceased w riting altogether. 
After 
some years passed suitors pleaded for th e wife’s 
h an d in m arriage, but she declined to enter 
w edlock, and kept sacred th e m em ory of h er 
first love. 
One day one o f h er suitors found in a Califor­ 
n ia paper th e death of h er husband. 
W ith this 
assurance she consented to many* the m an who 
had been so kind to h er. A fter living w ith h er 
second husband a few years she died. 
Some tim e ago a stranger. 65 years old. stop­ 
ped a t Acworth, and registered a t the Litchfield 
House as R. w . W ilson. He inquired for his 
friend Litchfield. 
He was told th a t he was 
dead, and th en he nam ed friend after friend, 
aud was told th a t they were dead, or h ad m oved 
away. 
Like R ip V an W inkle, he knew no cne, an d 
nobody knew him . 
He got on a hcrse and rode 
out into his old settlem ent, hoping to find some 
fam iliar face, and as he passed C aptain J. B.

At this ju n ctu re H arris pulled a revolver and 
fired twice, both shots taking effect in the abdo­ 
m en. O’Neill m ade an ante-m ortem statem ent 
th a t he fired the first shot. 
H arris aw aited the 
arrival of an officer aud was taken to jail aud 
locked up. 
He is 25 years of age. 
He cam e to 
Butte from W yoming. He beais an excellent 
ieputation. He is a m achinist. 
O’Neill was about 47, a boiler-m aker, and has 
been in the em ploy of th e M ontana Union R ail­ 
road for a year past. Besides Mrs. H arris, 21 
years of age, he leaves tw o sons, 19 and 11 re­ 
spectively, and a d aughter 13 years old. 
O’Neill died this afternoon. An inquest was 
held, w hen a verdict of justifiable hom icide 
was rendered.

The Deputies are still 
ham m ering aw ay at verification and invalida­ 
tion of th eir ow n elections, and th in k m ore of 
th eir com ing New Year’s holidays th an of the 
affairs of the State. 
T he Conservatives or the 
Rights in th e French C ham ber are at present in 
quite a ferm ent, due to th e process of reorgan­ 
ization. 
W hen the legislative body reassem bles in J a n ­ 
uary, after the approaching recess, th e Right 
w ill be divided into the following sections: 
Royalist Right, headed by Jacques Piou: In d e­ 
pendent Right, headed by the Baron De M ackan 
and De Cassagnac; th e business group, headed 
by Baron Reille, and finally the group in favor 
of an appeal to the people, presided over by M. 
Jolibois.

L is b o n , Decem ber 22d.—1The pride o f the 
Am erican navy was sighted at 9 o’clock this 
m orning, off Octares, but the Signal Station 
reported only three frigates instead of four. 
Two hours later the Chicago, carrying the pen­ 
n an t of A dm iral W alker, glided gracefully into 
the sunlit harbor. 
Im m ediately behin d 'cam e 
th e Boston and A tlanta. T he Yorktown was 
not there. On passing B elun the Chicago fired 
a salute of tw enty-one guns, w hich wa9 replied 
to by a Portuguese w ar ship. This is th e first 
Am erican squadron visiting the Tagus in five 
years. Ju st as the Chicago was dropping anchor 
her starboard ch ain snapped and she lost her 
big anchor, owing to defective tackle and faulty 
welding. 
The ilag?hip was in perfect trim . H er decks 
w ere w hite as suow and h er brass as bright as 
gold. T he Adm iral said he h ad as good a pas­ 
sage as could be expected across the A tlantic at 
this tim e of year 
He m et w ith pretty heavy 
w eather, and lost the Y orktown in m idocean, 
in a gale of blinding hail and m ist. Being 
m uch sm aller, she possibly hove to. The other 
ships cam e under easy steam , to save coal 
The w eather experienced was a thorough test 
of th eir seawoi thine» s aud th e vessels have 
show n them selves first-class seaships. 
Just at th is m om ent Captain Jam es O’Kane 
arrived from the Boston to m ake his report His 
first words were: “A dm iral, I am ready to sail 
awftv again at a m om ent’s notice. Of our four 
boilers n o to n e leaks. 
We blew out our pack­ 
ing. but it was rem edied. I thought you w ere 
going to leave m e.” “ No," said the A dm iral, 
“not a bit of it. 
We understood your signals, 
and slowed down u ntil you signaled th a t the 
boilers w ere all right. How did your ship be­ 
have.”’ 
“Splendidly,” said C aptain O’K ane. 
“ We 
shipped no w ater to speak of, and had no trouble 
at all, bu t w ant a day or two to overhaul the 
conden er.” 
At this point C aptain John Howell, o f the At­ 
lanta, cam e in and reported th a t everything 
was all right. 
To th e A dm iral he said th a t 
nothing was broken. The ship behaved splen­ 
didly. T hen C aptain Robinson, of the Chicago, 
joined th e party in the A dm iral’s cabin. lie 
said th at as far as the Chicago w ent, be was 
perfectly satisfied of h er seaw orthiness aud 
speed. 
T hen all m ixed in a general conversation. 
The A dm iral ?aid: “ My ship Is dry as a tone. 
We couid have been here two days earlier if we 
had wished. We arrived off th e coast yester­ 
day noon, bu t did not w ant to come in. We 
passed th e tim e tu rn in g in circles to regulate 
the com passes aud th en headed out again, but 
cam e on at foar knots an hour.” 
Said C aptaiu O’Kane: * The Boston is very 
fast.

S ta rs T ak e th e P lace of th e Im p e ria l 
g liie ld a n d C ro w n . 
[New York Tribune.] 
U nder the em pire, tbe Brazilian ensign 
was an oblong green flag, w ith a yellow 
lozenge, the latter con taiuing a green shield 
surrounded by a w reath and surm ounted 
by a yellow crow n lined w ith red ; upon 
th e 9hield was a globe— crossed from tbe 
upper left-hand side to th e low er right- 
h an d side by a w hite bar—around w hich 
was a double circle, w ith four sm all red 
spheres joining the in n er circles and the 
globe at tbe equator and the poles. 
T he 
Im perial flag was an oblong green field, 
bearing in tbe center a yellow w reath, 
¡shield, globe, etc., sim ilar to those on the 
ensign, and having in esch of tb e four 
corners of the field a yellow lily. 
T he new

of th e republic are th e sam e as those of 
ihe Im perial ensign, except th a t th e globe 
is blue irs.ead of green. 
T he tw enty-one 
stars in the new flag represent the neutral 
m unicipality of R io d s Ja n eiro and the 
follow ing nam ed S tates: A lagoas, A m a­ 
zonas, Balria, Ceara, E spirito Santo, Goyaz, 
M aranbao, M atto Grosso, M inas Geraes, 
Para, 
P arahybs, 
P arana. 
P ernam buco, 
P laubv, R io de Janeiro, Rio G rande do 
N orte, R io G rande do Sul, San P aulo, S anta 
C atharina and Sergipe. 
T he decree ot th e Provisional G overn­ 
m ent establishing th e flag and other insig­ 
n ia o f the republic reads as follows : 
The Provisional Government of the United 
States of Riszil, taking into consideration the 
fact that the colors of our old flag commemorate 
the victories ar.d achievements ot our army and 
navy in the defense ol onr fatherland, and that 
these colors, independently of the form of our 
Government, represent the perpetuity of our 
fatherland among the other nations: 
Decree that the flag adopted by the Republic 
m aintains our traditional and national colors, 
gr en aud yellow, in the following s h a re : An 
obloDg yellow and green fl g, having in the cen­ 
ter a blue sphe.e crossed by an oblique bar of 
«•bile running from left to r g h \ with the motto 
‘Vrdem c t rogresso," with twenty-one stars 
cm. mzoned on the field, among which will ap­ 
pear the constellation of Cruzeiro placed in its 
astronómica portion. The stars represent the 
twenty St-ites of the Republic and the neutral 
municipality of Rio Janeiro 
Second -T hat the national coat of anus re­ 
mains the same as the old one. with the excep­ 
tion that a cap of liberty shall be substituted for 
the Imperial crown. 
Third - Tnat the p i tage stamps and the Gov­ 
ernm ent seals shall have tbe sphere arouud 
which will be ¡tu motto “Republic a dos Estados 
l uidos do Brazil ” 
Fourth—That all the fligs, arms, seals and 
stamps loimed .o the contrary are ill gal.

Rev. C. P. Massey took for his text yester­ 
day St. John x , 10: " I am come that they 
m ight have life and that they m ight have 
it m ore abundantly,” and said: 
“ W hen wre come scintinizingly to inquire 
w hat that life really is which Jesus desired 
his followers to have, and to have abund­ 
antly. we feel that we can answ er it is just 
th at life that Christmas observances most 
appropriately represent, that m utual good 
will, that reciprocal sentim ent, th at kind­ 
ness and mellowed cheer that eDter into the 
occasion and m ake it in all the revolving 
year the happiest, the heartiest, the holiest 
season. 
Christmas then comes as the 
brightest day that m arks the history of our 
civilization, the ODe particular day that in 
its practices brings into m ore salient relief 
the characteristics that by universal ac­ 
knowledgment are at the very foundation 
of all enlightened progress. ’ And what 
Jesus cauie to do was to give life in this re­ 
gard, and Christmas with its affectionate 
offices is the perpetual acknowledgment 
to the vaine of the life that now is, and of 
Jesus as its eternal inspiration. The great 
beliefs of hum anity flow out of a proper 
adjustm ent of the relationships of life, and 
can never be entertained as realities apart 
from relaiionships in which the best tem ­ 
poral good is perm anently secured. 
I do 
not mean material good, but good of an­ 
other description, the good that comes to 
us through kindly emotion, through the 
practice oi charity, through everything that 
elevates the standard of living and gives 
dignity to this present existence. And it 
is just such things as these that are the out­ 
come of the teachings and m inistry of 
Jesus. 
He spoke of higher things, of God 
the Father, of a heavenly inheritance and 
of an im m ortal hope, but th ise things have 
no reality now, and had .not with him , ex­ 
cept as they are m ade the consequence of a 
life in which they are already felt to be in 
tangible possession. 
“The goodness, the gentleness, and the 
ever watchful care Jesns associated with . 
the infinite Father, can only be appreciated i 
as hum an fatherhood is m ade to be their ' 
tem poral but actual reflection ; a heavenly 
inheritar.ee can only be understood as our 
earthly inheritance is found rich and grand 
in its inclusion of things of essential worth, 
and eternal life can have no m eaning bnt 
as it is tbe continuation of eternal living 
here. 
W ith this appreciation of the m in­ 
istry of the divine Master can there be any 
question why liberal Christians keep Christ­ 
mas, and why we delight to exalt the m em ­ 
ory of Christ? He is not God to us, but 


UK IS MORE THAW AWY GOD 
Could be, as the bigli hum an example of 
w hat onr hum an lives should be, and he 
reveals God in the only natural way in 
which God can be revealed, by m aking an 
exalted hum an nature tbe expression of 
the divine excellence. 
‘U God, thou art 
an infinite Christ,’ exclaimed Starr King. 
O Christ, we can respond, Thou art the 
eternal portraiture of the invisible, lim ning 
in Thy majestic character the attributes 
of the highest and tbe holiest one. 
“ And now w ith this conception of the 
life which Jesus came to im part, let us see 
by an illustration or two how the apprecia­ 
tion of this life has entered into our m od­ 
ern consciousness, and let us do this by in­ 
quiring whether what the world is now 
willing to acknowledge as the type of liv­ 
ing that calls for an alm ost reverent recog­ 
nition is what ¡3 confessedly the outgrowth 
of Chrisiiau influence. Let me then first call 
up the literature that makes the strongest 
appeal to the Christian heart. It is a liter­ 
ature that especially recognizes the truth 
of the statem ent that the life Jesus came 
to im part was a life that connects itself 
w ith oar present relationships and employ­ 
m ents. This literature has come to be dis­ 
tinctively called Christmas literature, a 
literature that has for its object the ex­ 
altation of our common hum an life—the 
show ing the kindly sentim ent, the¡ win­ 
ning grace, the impregnable virtue that 
may reside under every variety of external 
condition, and that because of thia posses­ 
sion of essential being by every child 
of God, the enforcing the duty upon 
every one to so conduct himself that h u ­ 
m anity shall not be restricted in the enjoy­ 
m ent of any rightful privilege, or retarded 
in its progress in m oral and spiritual de­ 
velopment. 
“ I allude to the literature that Charles 
Dickens and those following in his foot­ 
steps have given to the world. 
“ The advent of this literature m arked a 
new era in the history of Christian thought. 
Perhaps, a3 an exhibit of tbe older litera­ 
ture aDd of the sentim ent it enforced, a 
short quotation from M ilton’s ode ‘On the 
M orning of Christ’s Nativity’ would be 
useful. 
Milton w rites: 


THE DISPOSITION TO CLING TO THE EARTH 
And its enjoyments: the curved roof of the 
R om an was but symbolical of tbe circle of 
j Roman possession, but the gothic m inster 
! and 
cathedrals 
shoot 
aspiriDgly aloft, 
disdaining tbe earth, to m ount on spire 
and tower to empyrean higbts. Sculp­ 
ture hardly admits of the introduction 
of the characteristics that are particularly 
Christian, and so sculpture to a great extent 
rem ains Pagan. 
But it is painting and 
music that Christian art have taken and 
stamped with the impress of its faith. The 
Greek had scarcely any painting and bnt 
little music, tbe Christian world is rich in 
both. 
And why? Simply because of their 
adaptation to express Christian seDtiment 
and which the great ones in either depart­ 
m ent were quick to perceive, and whether 
it be Titian, or Correggio, or Raphael, 
Beethoven or H andel, 
or Mozart, one 
characteristic 
prevades their work and 
touches it with suggestion and prophecy, 
and does this by introducing a background 
of beauty and m ystery. 
And here is where 
Christianity 
discriminates 
itself 
from 
m any an ancient belief. Surrender your­ 
selves to these influences and you have in­ 
tim ations that no pagan ever knew. And 
what is the reason ? Just because no prep­ 
aration existed in his thought for awaken­ 
ing these convictions. The pagan and the 
liberal Christian bo:h emphasize the pres­ 
ent life, but the old pegan idea was of this 
life as complete in itself; the true Christian 
idea is that this existence is but the initial 
stage of a never-ending development. Jesus 
came to give life here and hereafter, but 
our concern ia with the life here, because 
just as this is ordered will the future life 
appear. 
“And what is this background of mystery 
of which I have spoken but the background 
that attends every true relationship of life? 
The great writer to whom I have referred 
reflects in his ideal greatness the experi­ 
ences of many a life of Christian greatness. 
Caleb Plum m er may be conceived as hav­ 
ing felt the m ystery as he acted upon 
his God-given impulse to make his afflicted 
daughter’s crippled existence as hapuy as 
the lot of auy princess in the land; the 
m ystery may be thought to have come to 
John Peerybingle as hestood in tender awe 
before the little form that had come to 
bless his home, or wondered hourly at the 
happiness and peace his wife dispensed; it 
comes 
to 
you 
and 
me 
with 
every 
m orning and evening kiss, in every birth 
that brightens and every death that dark­ 
ens our households, in every trial of pa­ 
tience, in every victory for right. And be­ 
cause these emotions are Christian, born of 
Christian influence, because our hopes of 
Heaven and our confidence in God are 
based upon a life here in which Heaven 
and God cm already come and m ake per­ 
petual habitation, is why we keep Christ­ 
mas as Christian worshipers. 
“Jesus came to im part this better life, 
that already is or already m ay be, and his 
revelation of tbe life that is to come is a 
revelation that comes from m aking this 
higher-life hom ely and hom elike now,from 
finding eternal things in every hum an 
relation, from exhibiting the character oí 
eternal living in every trutnful word and 
in every noble act. 
“And how shall we make good our faith 
and pay suitable honor to the m aster from 
whom we have received so m uch? Shall 
we do it if we ring the Christmas bells— 
And haDg the garlands everywhere, 
A nd bid the tapers tw inkle lair. 
A nd feast an d trolic, and th en ju st go 
Back to th e sam e old lives again ? 
“ How little we have learned the lesson 
of the hour if we catch the inspiration of 
d o higher duty. 
The Christmas observ­ 
ances cannot be lim ited to a single day; 
the traits Christmas emphasizes m ust be­ 
come the habit of our life; the Christmas 
tem ple m ust pervade the year, and its 
common cheer be the benediction failing 
upon every hum an sonl.’’

This is th e m onth and this the happy m orn 
W herein th e Son of heaven’s eternal King, 
O f w edded m aid and virgin mo h er bom , 
O ur great redem ption from above did bring.

“The special life then that Jesus was 
thought to have brought was a life afar off, 
a future life only to be conceived of in 
m etaphysical relations, and tbe care for this 
future life frequently left little thought for 
the proper development of this present life, 
and so the claims of hum anity upon the 
devotees of religion were almost absolutely 
ignored. This was the condition of affairs 
that induced Charles Dickens to give to a 
heartless, heedless world that remarkable 
series of Christmas stories, ‘The Carol,’ 
‘The Chimes' and ‘The Cricket on the 
H earth,' and through which, w ithout a 
word of theology, w ithout a single moral 
injunction pragmatically enforced, he so 
put a new m eaning and life into Christmas 
observances, that Christmas has ever since 


COME WITH HAPPY BENEDICTION 
To great m ultitudes of tbe sons of man. 
As against tbe selfish care for the salvation 
of the sonl the great novelist confesses a 
care for the good things of this present 
life, and puts the obligation upon all to 
see that these good things are somewhat 
equally distributed. 
And be does this be­ 
cause of his recognition made without cant, 
but with a reverent acknowledgment of the 
great truths Jesus brought, the fatherhood 
of God and the brotherhood of m an, and

Scrooge, with h:3 money and

T h ree F ig h ts S atu rd ay N ig lit an d A n o th er 
Y esterd a y . 
Sacram ento is getting an 
unenviable 
reputation fcr itself as a great place for 
glove fights. 
There were no less than 
three Saturday night, and another yes­ 
terday. 
The first one took place early Saturday 
evening at a resort on the Riverside road, 
between two am ateurs named Kelly and 
W ilson.

For 
two rounds it was a hurricane fight, in 
which neither showed to advantage, but in 
the succeeding six rounds Brown began to 
weaken, and Turner punched him at will.
